Secretary Nathanson has made the following dis- 
position of the four stakes he has held in reserve 
for the fall meeting of the Harlem Jockey Clnb, 
The Forward Stakes will be run on the opening 
day, Monday, September 29; the Prairie State 
Stakes, October 1 ; the Tecumseh Handicap, Satur- 
day, October 4, and the Chicago Stakes, Monday, 
October 6, the last day of this seven day meeting. 

The Chicago Stakes, which will amount to close 
to $1,C00, is the chief of these four events. Last 
year it was won by St. Marcos. It is a stake for 
three-year-olds and upward, with penalties and 
allowances, at one mile, $2,C00 added, and, as it has 
109 entries and is likely to have a good field of 
starters, the gross value of the race cannot well fall 
much below the sum named. Among those horses 
most apt to go to the post are Corrigan’s imported 
pair, Scintillant II. and Rose Tree, McChesney, 
Argregor, The Lady, Federal, Hunter Raine, 
Jiminez, Harry New, Six Shooter, Joe Frey, Otis, 
Caviar, Cambrian, Waswift, Pink Coal, and pos- 
sibly Articulate, if he has returned from the east 

Some of these same horses are also engaged in the 
Tecumseh Handicap, which is for three-year-olds 
and upward, at one mile and three furlongs. This 
race has received sixty-three entries, among them 
being such likely contenders as Aladdin, Little 
Scout, Corrigan, Flying Torpedo, Bon Mot, Scintil- 
lant II., John McGurk, Lucien Appleby, Hermencia, 
McChesney, Cambrian. Caviar, Waswift, Hunter 
Raine, Belle’s Commoner and Six Shooter. Entry 
fees of $10 each, with $6.5 additional to start and 
$1,500 added by the Harlem Jockey Club, insure the 
stakes will be worth not far short of $3,000. 

With seventy-one two-year-olds nominated, the 
Forward Stakes should make an interesting con- 
test. It is a seven furlong race, with penalties and 
allowances, and will be worth upward of $2,000. 
Dick Welles and Collonade are among the entries, 
but whether either will be here to run is not yet 
known. However, a well-halanced field can be ex- 
pected from such youngsters of good class as Early, 
Sidney C. Love, The Picket, Bad News, Linguist, 
Lyman Hay, Gregor K., An Revoir, Philo, Gypzane, 
and others. 

The Prairie State is a selling stakes for three- 
year-olds and upward at one and one-eighth miles. 
It has sixty entries, will be worth over $3,000. and 
should afford a good race among a number of the 
lesser lights in the stake class. 

Skilful, C. R. Ellison’s high-class two-year-old, 
will be seen in a race or two during the meeting. 
During the seven days there will be four steeple- 
chases, which will be the last of the local season ; 
also sprint races of less than six f nrlcngs for three- 
year-Olds and upward will be included in the pro- 
gram book, as they become permissable again by 
October 1. 

Green B. Morris will be here to race some of his 
good horses at the meeting, as he intends to lie 
over for two weeks on his way to California, and 
many other applications for stalls have been 
received from horsemen at Buffalo and New York, 
who expect to cut in here for a short spell while on 
their way west. Buchanan will be back here to 
ride during the meeting. 



AVILL FO)T£K LONG RAC£S. 

The Coney Island Jockey Club, the initiator of 
the movement which has resulted in the institution 
of the Annual Champion, Century, Advance and 
Standard Stakes and the Jockey Club and Morris 
Park weight-for-age races, nas under consideration 
a scheme to annually secure first-class fields for 
these events. The failure of big long-distance races 
to attract first-class fields has been ascribed to the 
fact that they are too few in number for owners of 
first-class horses to train for them exclusively. Own- 
ers contend that training for gallops of more than a 
mile and a quarter takes so mucn speed away from a 
horse that he cannot compote with fair prospect of 
success in mile, mile and a furlong and mile and a 
quarter races. It was suggested last July at 
Brighton Beach, when the Brighton Cup, two miles 
aLd a quarter, attracted only two starters, that the 
metropolitan associations might secure bigger and 
better fields for such events by offering two or 
three overnight purses, worth from $1,000 to $1,500 
in added money, at distances ranging from one 
mile and a half to two miles and a quarter, and 
making it worth while for owners to run in them 
exclusively. 

The officers of the Coney Island Jockey Club have 
taken up that suggestion and are making arrange- 
ments to offer at the spring and fall meetings of 
next year throe or four mile and a half and mile 
a'ld three-quarters overnight events. At least $1,- 
200 will be ad.led in each event; it is said by a 
person whoso authority cannot be questioned, that 
one or two may have a value of $2,000. Realizing 
that it will be impossible for the Coney Island 
club, unaided, t j accomplish the task of filling the 
big long-distance Spscial, its ollicors will invite the 
olficers of the other metropolitan associations to a 
conference, with a view to arranging a general 
scheme, on the linos indicated, to effect that end. 

There is not the least doubt but that the Coney 
Island folk will bo able to interest their brother 
managers, and the outlook for long distance racing 
is therefore bright. If their plan goes through 



without a hitch a horse with a liking for a distance 
of ground will become in a few years more valuable 
than a sprinter. Moreover, the tribe of stayers 
will increase, because the cupidity of owners will 
be aroused and they will make stayers of the kind 
of horses they say now cannt t be trained to go a 
routs. The popularity of long distance racing is 
attested every time such a special as the Brigh- 
ton Cup or the Annual Champion race is run 
by an uproar among the spectators from start to 
finish, and by the riotous applause with which the 
fields are greeted every time they pass the grand- 
stand. No races without glamour of tradition 
such as invests the Brooklyn and Suburban Handi- 
caps and the Futurity draw so well as races like 
the Brighton Cup, the Century and the Annual 
Champion. It is keenly disappointing to the men 
and women who support the game with gate money 
to see only two or three horses compete for them. 
The enterprise of the officers of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club will therefore be followed with keen 
interest, and the metropolitan turf patrons will 
work for its success.— Daily America.

CORRIGAN WINS A STAKE. 

One of the largest crowds that has visited the 
Hawthorne track this year was out yesterday and 
despite the threatening weather and bad condition 
of the conrae witneesed a good day’s sport. 

The feature race of the day, the Antumn Handi- 
cap, at one and a quarter miles, for three-year-olds 
and upward, with $1,500 added, was robbed of mnch 
of its interest by cepions scratching, leaving bnt 
three horses to contend for the stake. Flying Tor- 
pedo was made a slight favorite over Corrigan, bnt 
succumbed to the latter, which simply played with 
the field, leading all the way and winning as his 
rider pleased. Flying Torpedo made a strong bid 
to close up on him in the final eighth, bnt to no 
purpose, Corrigan winning in a canter by six 
lengths. Flying Torpedo beat Barrack three and a 
half lengths for second place. The latter did not 
appear to take kindly to tke going and was always 
outrun. He runs to ^is best form on a recovering 
track. The stake was worth $1,750 to the winner. 

The first race, a dash of six furlongs for three- 
year-olds, proved an easy thing for Waswift, held 
at even mo«ey in the batting. After Botany had 
led for the first quarter and then tired, Waswift 
assumed an easy command and held it to the end, 
winning by one and a half lengths from Jack 
Demand, which beat 8erpent two and a half for 
second place. Pretorias ran a dnll race and was 
never a serious factor. Rubns appeared unable to 
extend himself freely in the heavy going and after 
the first quarter had been run gradually fell away 
beaten. 

The mile dash for three-year-olds and upward 
went to Prince Blazes, which had not started in a 
longtime. Muresca led by a fair margin up to the 
last eighth post, where Prince Blazes moved up 
fast and easily outstayed her to the end, winning 
by a half length, Pirate’s Qneen finished a very 
bad third. She tired fast in the last eighth strag- 
gle. Lecturer and Automaton showed speed for 
about a half mile. 

The steeplechase over the short course resulted 
in a ding-dong finish between Captain Conover and 
Briatol, the former winning by a nose in a desper- 
ate drive. Dr. Nowlin finished third, five lengths 
back. Inthe closing strides Captain Conover kept 
bearing ont on Bristol until both finished outside 
the red fiag opposite the judges’ stand. As they 
both finished outside of the coarse they were dis- 
qualified, Dr. Nowlin being placed first, Mazo sec- 
ond and 8tamp third. MacLaren broke down after 
taking the .fourth jump and will not race here 



again this year. Harv B, tried to shy from the 
second jump, bnt hit the corner of the fence and 
threw his jockey heavily. Fearful fell over the 
tenth jump. 

Gregor K., showing sudden improvement, ha4 
little trouble in winning the fifth race, a five and 
one-half furlongs scramble for two-year-olds. Hat- 
tie Walker led until turning for home, when Gregor 
K. was called on and he easily went to the front, 
winning as his rider pleased by four lengths from 
Foxy Kane, which beat Hattie Walker five for sec- 
ond place. Vestry showed a little early speed, bat 
was badly beaten off at the end and ran far below 
expectations. 

The last race of the day, a dash of one and one- 
half miles, went to Little Elkin. First Irving 
Mayor led and then Malay, the latter leading by a 
length when taming for home, but in the last 
eighth Little Elkin easily wore him down, winning 
going away by four lengths. Malay had a narrow 
escape from losing second place, beating Compass 
only a head on the post in a hard drive. Star Cot- 
ton ran well for about seven and a half furlongs. 

The betting was spirited and heavy and the ring 
was crowded to its full capacity. The track was 
heavy and holding and at its best will be slow to 
morrow. 

LOCAL TURF GO.’JSIP. 

Jockey Tally was indefinitely suspended by the 
Hawthorne judges after the steeplechase for letting 
his mount. Captain Conover, bear out and inter- 
fere with Bristol, causing both horses to run out of 
the course and be disqualified. 

The two-year-olds, Nngget and Oakingtan, belong- 
ing to Burns & Waterhouse, have arrived at Haw- 
thorne in charge of C. Pierce,
